We have met a few of those truly committed souls, 
whose lives were saturated with the love of Christ.

The lines written above about Prayer and Work may _ 
have been suggested to us, as we have been preaching 
Lenten sermons.

The Christian Century just came to our desk, 
and we cannot refrain from quoting an editorial, “Be “Z 
Dogged in Prayer.” a

The discipline of regular, earnest prayer is basic in any 
meaningful celebration of Lent. Yet few disciplines are ~ 
more difficult for Christians today. We know very well ~ 
that prayer has great psychological importance. We need _ 


find expression. Understood in this way, prayer is an 
important personal resource. It is good medicine and ought _ 
to be taken. Why then do we still find it so hard to pray 
regularly and with expectancy? Is it that we are not 
satisfied with this explanation of the meaning and power ~ 
of prayer? Such a view actually lends no support for pray- 
ers of intercession. When we pray for the sick, for those 
in need, for peace and justice among the nations, we are aa 
asking for God to act. We are not merely seeking to find 
personal resources with which to face the needs and ills — 
of the world. Prayers of intercession make sense only when 
they are addressed in faith to a living, active God, who ~ 
has both the freedom and power to help and the readiness — 
to help. It may be dangerous to suppose that our prayers 
may “influence” God. But the Bible is not at all hesitant © 

in supposing precisely that. Look at the parable of the 
importunate widow (Luke 18:1-8). The point is made in 
a way that is almost offensive. Petitions and intercessions 
are to be laid before God with such persistence as to be ~ 
almost nagging. We are summoned to cry to God day 
and night. In the Bible, such persistence is never called 
into question by God. Abraham prays for the cities of the _ 
plain with doggedness and is not rebuked. Jacob bargains 
and wrestles with God and receives blessing. The Psalmists _ 
harangue God with their trials. Jesus prays in agony in a — 

garden. “Will God not vindicate his elect, who cry to him |

‘ The Lutheran Church is the subject

_ The history of “The Church of the 
Reformation” in this country is re- 
counted in a 5,000--word article writ- 
ten by Hartzell Spence and liberally 
illustrated with photographs of its 
churches and programs.

in New Amsterdam in 1624 to its 
present strengths of more than 7,388,- 
000 members organized in 16,561 con- 
_ gregations from coast to coast. 
American Lutheranism today, writes 
¥ author Spence, is in “a state of transi- 
tion. It bristles with new members, 
new churches, new schools, new ideas 
_ with which to adorn an unchanging 
ct faith.” 
He quotes one unidentified ‘“Luth- 
' eran authority” as saying “. .. the 
- Lutheran Church is in a state of fer- 
ment... The situation is exceeding- 
ly fluid, new alignments are the or- 
der of the day, and when the present 
_ movement has run its course, it is al- 
most certain that American Lutheran- 
ism will present a picture radically 
_ different from the present scene.” 
- But such was not always the case, 
he points out, at the turn of the cen- 
tury, American Lutheranism was char- 
acterized primarily by its identifica- 
tion with the Scandinavian and Ger- 
Jom man churches of its origin. 
In the fifty years since, however, 
_ they have been shedding their foreign 
_ characteristics and today the member- 
_ ship is “as polyglot in background as 
the nation itself.” : 
As an example of this change the 
_ author cites the merger movement now 
underway which would organize the 
present 16 Lutheran Churches into ten 
_ bodies. 
Similarly, he writes, the non-politi- 
; cal tradition of the denomination’s 
pioneers in this country has gradually 
_ given way so that in 1957 a committee 
_ of the United Lutheran Church con- 
cluded, as the result of a nine-year 
_ inquiry into Lutheran social attitudes, 
that the Church should be “the con- 
- science of society at large.” 
_ But these changes in no way indicate 
a watering-down of Lutherans’ alle- 
_ giance to the basic tenets of their faith,

Now, as always, he writes, “Luther- 
an theology ... is based squarely on 
the New Testament Gospel and on the 
thesis that man is naturally sinful, 
constantly in need of Christ’s forgiv- 
ing grace.” 


It is the unswerving adherence to 
these principles combined with the 
brisk up-to-the-minute methods of 
20th Century evangelism, he says, that

All this, no doubt, 
as it goes. Does it go far enough? 
What about some correctives and 
checks applied to the living, spending 
habits of the millions of people who 
comprise our nation and make our 
Government what it is? How wise 
and effective is our Government like- 
ly to be when it represents a horde 
of wild, careless, irresponsible spend- 
ers? 

Depression can be avoided. Govern- 
ment action toward that end will al- 
ways be important.

Jesus Was Humane 


Editor, The Ansgar Lutheran 
Sir: 


At the risk of seeming a little preachy I would like, in this bit of 
correspondence, to share with you personally a thought which often 
crosses my mind. This thought becomes my refuge when my sin-guilt 
seems to be a completely unbearable burden. It gives me hope. It 
is a New Testament thought which I get when I review the deeds 
and words of Jesus’ earthly ministry. The thought is this: Jesus was 
humane. ; 


Yes, certainly, He was much more than humane in His earthly 
ministry. I am a Lutheran and know that Jesus was and is the God- 
Man, the Savior, the King of Kings, and Lord of Lords. He atoned 
for my sin in His life and death. He wrecked death’s permanency with 
His resurrection. He vanquished Satan. These are truths which are 
indelibly imprinted on my soul through my baptism and my living in 
my baptismal covenant by God’s gracious preservation of my faith. 


But there are times when I need to remember that Jesus was 
also humane! remember it so that I can really believe that also MY 
sin-guilt is atoned for by Jesus. You see, I can find no reason why 
Jesus should atone for a sinner like me—none that is, except His love 
of sinners. Satan, of course, is always (in his gentlemanly, respectable 
fashion) trying to convince me that there are a number of admirable 


St things about me in consideration of which Jesus should gladly die 


for my few and negligible faults. But though I frequently revel in 
this deception, I eventually wind up with the uncomfortable, but God- 
given, conviction that the devil is wrong. 


Well, Sir, that is when things get tough. If only the devil were 


| right instead of deceitful with regard to this good opinion he wants 


me to have of myself, I would feel much better about everything 
all the time. But instead, God convinces me from time to time that 
there is, indeed, nothing admirable about me for which Jesus should 
die. In fact, there is no reason at all why Jesus should die for me— 
except His love, and my sin. 


But why does He love me? is the question which often depresses . 


me. When this question arises, I can find comfort nowhere except in 
reflection upon Jesus’ earthly ministry and thereby through my limit- 


- ed human facility glimpse that Jesus was humane—and that this is 


why He loves me. Come to think of it, this seeing that Jesus was hu- 
mane is not even seen through any human facility at all. It is seen 
through the eyes of faith which the Holy Spirit gives as a free gift. 
I just worded it wrong in the above lines. But to me, the point of 
His humaneness is that He who brought release to the captives, re- 
covery of sight to the blind, hope for those who had no other hope; 
and was good to those who had no virtue, He must love me too. Even 
_ though I am worse than the people Jesus encountered in His earthly 
Ministry, He loves me. Jesus, who despised all inhuman regimentation, 
was and is humane. That is, He has a heart for human beings. He 
loves people—even likes them. So He loves and can forgive, and was 
able to die on the cross even for me. : 


I often think that this is perhaps our most important Le 
thought—the humaneness of Jesus to the very teste —That ee 
wept, his kindness to Judas, His gentle handling of Peter, replacing 
the ear of the soldier, His seven last words on the cross—these and 
His entire earthly ministry all demonstrate to me His humaneness 
His love of people, His willingness to have His atoning death apply 
to and erase a guilt even as greaat as mine. Because of Jesus’ obvious 
humaneness I am sure that He died even for my guilt too.

FIVE TO PUBLISH RSV 


Since the complete Revised Standard 
Version of the Bible first appeared in 
1952, exclusive publishing rights have 


- been held by Thomas Nelson and Sons, 


New York publishers. The National 
Council’s Division of Christian Educa- 
tion, which holds the copyright on the 
new version until 2008 when it will be 
in the public domain, had granted a 
10-year monopoly to the New York 
firm in feturn for its financing of 
translation costs. 


Starting in 1962, five additional U.S. 
publishers will be authorized to pub- 
lish RSV _ Bibles, the division an- 
nounced last month. Beside the Nelson 
firm, publishing rights will be given to 
William Collins and Sons, A. J. Hol- 
man Co., Oxford University Press, 
World Publishing Co. and Harper and 
Brothers. 


The RSV translation was produced 
by committees which worked from 1937 
to 1952 on the project. Chairman was 
Dr. Luther A. Weigle, dean emeritus 
of the Yale Divinity School. Since 
1952 nearly six million copies of the 
RSV Bible have been sold, plus 3.5 
million copies of the RSV New Testa- 
ment. . 


WARNS ON CHURCH STYLES 


Modern-type buildings for the 
“church of tomorrow” may be geo- 
metrically perfect and yet be a “spirit- 
ual vacuum,” Dr. George M. Gibson of 
McCormick Theological Seminary told 
a national conference on church archi- 
tecture last month. 


Many new churches built in the last 
thirty years are “virtually denying in 
their architecture what they are say- 
ing in their doctrine,” he warned. Al- 
though a building must be functional 
and practical, Dr. Gibson continued, its 
first purpose is sacramental. The sanc- 
tuary must be the true center of at- 
tention and the whole building must 
be united in a harmony of design, he 
said. 


Architects and church officials, at- 
tending the sessions, which were spon- 
sored jointly by the National Council 
of Churches Department of Church 
Building and the Church Architec- 
tural Guild, were divided in their re- 
actions. Many noted a trend away 
from extreme or bizarre designs. De- 
velopment of new building materials 
and mobility of population would pre- 
vent establishment of any lasting style 
in the present era, they said.
